The Congressionnl Commitiees,

nonnoed yesterday by 8Speaker Blaine. As the
work of a session often depends, in & large de.
gree, upon the construotion of these important
working bodies, it is interesting to note all the
signs that foreshadow fature action.

Neither of the Philadelphia memberd was
honored with a chairmanship, notwithatand-

whioh that gentleman holds in the ranks of |
the opposition is & guarantee of his right to
repreasnt their sentiments. He has twice |
been the ohairman of the State Central Com- |
mittes, and once the cancus nomines for the |
position of United Blates Fenator. We are
glad that the mask is thus boldly thrown
aside, and the “‘upper ten' of the Demooracy
induoced to fraukly declare their sentiments,
How the statement will be received by the
masges of the party remains to be seen. The
ppposition is divided into but two olasses
the governing and the governed.

How two
suoh antipodes can be indnced to range side |
by side can onmly be explained by a know- ]
ledge of the utter ignorance of the masses and
the ounning of the few. That universal suf-
frage is & “humbng” is the opinion of the
pne; ia it of the other ! The Republioan party
takes issue with the Demooratic leaders. It
pays that the great principle of sell-govern-
ment is not a fallure, a myth, or & humbag. It l
olaims that man {8 capable of ruling himself,
and denounces the atrocions language of Mr.
Wallace. It shows that it holds him to be in
the wrong, not merely by words but by acts.
The Senate, by the vote of every Republican, |
favored the resolution, giving ita ratification |
to the amendment. The House will, withont |
delay, do likewise, and the issne be thus mads
np between the two conflicting opinions on the |
question of a democratic government. It will |
be for the people of the United States to say
whether or not the statement of Mr. Wallace
and his brother Democrats shall be ratifisd or
ropudiated.

The amendment in question, providing that
1o one shall be excluded by any State from
the right of suffrage becanse of color, was pro-
posed by the Congress of the United Btates,

snd must be ratified by the Legislatures of |

three-fourths of the States. What are
the prospects of its early adoption? Wa
cannot but see that, in all probability, befors
six months are passed it will become & law.
The following Btates will unquestionably
ratify it:—Pennsylvania, Kansas, Maine, New
Hampehire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Conneo-
tiont, Rhode Island, New York, Ohjp, Indiana,
Illinois, Wiscensin, Michigan, Migsouri, Min-
nesots, Arkansas, South Carolina, North Caro-
lina, Tennessee, lows, California, Oregon,
Misgissippi, West Virginia, and Florida.

The following, in accordance with the enaa-
olations of Mr. Wallace, will beyond doub
rejeot it:—New Jersey, Delaware, Maryland,

Kentuoky, Georgia, and Louisians.

The following are in dombt:—Nevada
Texss, Virginia, and Alabams. As neither Vir-
ginia nor Texas are represented in Congress,
and are therefore excluded from participation
in the guéstion, there will be nepessary to
adoption but twenty-seven States, all of which
are oortain. With all rapidity the people of
thenation are remdering their verdiot through
their representativea. The telegraphic wires
from Maine and Kansas alike flash the in-
telligence of ratification. Before many months
have slapsed we expect to hear from all the
required number of Btates the glad tidings
that the United Btates has at last given to
pach Btate a republican form of government.

The number of people affected by this
smendment in Pennsylvania is small. The
total number of colored people in our Com-
monwealth amounts to a little over 75,000,
This includes women and children. Assuming
as & liberal estimste that one in five possesses
the requisite qualifications, then will we hav,
added to the voters of the State 15,000 addi-
tiona! ballots.

It is not, therefore, becanss the Republicans
of Pennsylvania osn secure any active politi-
oal strength from the adoption of the amend.
ment that they are noanimously in its favor,
It is beosuse & great principle is involved, snd
the present ia the proper time to setils it for-
gver. Let the ballot once be given, a revolu-
bion only oan take it away. Lst once the
black man have the right of suflfrage, and the
jgsue (s a8 desd within a year as the question
of a national bank to-day. People will wonder
hew 80 great an excitement could be kept up
for so long & time over what could be se essily
aod so justly settled in & few weeks. And
the same surprise with which we view the
almost martial difficalty over the bauk

in the days of Jackson, will
be felt by the comisg  generation
over the suflrage war of to-day. The utter fal-
Jacy of the arguments in opposition will then be
more even than they are now. Yel
thelr futility is shown already by the fact that
the main and leading, if not the ouly, srgu-
ment of Mr, Wallsce was that on s warm day
the presence of the colored voters in the line
of oitisens waiting to deposit thelr ballots

would deter gontlemen (rom going to the polla!

ing their contin uous service; but Jadge Kel-
ley was made & member of the Committes on
Ways and Means and the Committes on Colin-
age, and Mr. O0'Neill & member of the Com-
mittee on Commeree, The country member,
of the Btate fared better, as Mr. Morrell (who
ia one of the proprietors of the Johnstewn [ron
Works) is chairman of the Committes on
Manufactures; Mr. Scoflsld, of the Eria dias-
triot, Is ohairman of the Committes on Naval
Affairs; and Mr. Cake, of Sohnylkill county, is
ohairman of the Committes on Aocounts,

Mr. Schenck, of Ohio, retains his old poai-
tion as chairman of the Commimes on Ways
aud Means, and his past aotion affords a fair
indication of his fature course.

Mr. Dawes, of Massachugetts, who waa the
most prominent competitor for the Speaker-
ship, is made Chairman of the Committee on
Appropriations.

Mr, Garfield, of Ohio, is made ohairman of
the Committes on Banking and Currency.

Mr. Butler is made chairman of the Com-

| mittee on Reconstruction, and a gignificant

indioation is thus given that all the remain-
ing legislation required to perfeot the great
task of the last four years is to be radiocal and
drastic. There is no love lost between Butler
and the Rebels, and he will bave little inoli-
nation to exercise undue lenity to the men
who bave delighted in accnsing him of all the
crimes in the calendar, and in habitually
styling him a ‘‘beast.”” The most important
questions likely to arise are those which re-
late to the manner in which the Southern
States have complied with the legislation
already on the statute books, and to the pro-
tection of loyal citizens sgainst persecution for
their political opinions. Besides, Virginia,
Migseissippl, and Texas have not yet beenfally
reconstructed, and it is an opem question
whether Georgia is entitled to representation,
in view of the action of her Btate Legislature.
The excitement which prevailed at the time
the electoral votes were counted arose from
the earnest opposition of Batler to even in-
direot recognition of Georgia's right to rank as
a BState, and his new position will afford
ample opportunities for the expression of the
views which Ben Wade’s sturdy hammer pre-
vented him from ventilating. Associated with
Batler, however, are not only some mode-
rate Hepublicans, bmt Bsck of Kentucky,
Woodward of Pennsylvania, and Wood of New
York, from the Demooratio side of the House,
g0 that the minority is very strongly repre-
gented, and fair opportunities will be given
fora dieplay of all the facts and theories in-
volved in the reconstruction controveray.

Mr. Jenokes, who has labored so long and
go industrionsly to reorganize the oivil ser-
vice, has lost his old place as ohsirman of the
commities on this sabject, but he still re-
mains one of its members. By this action the
prospects of the pasaage of his favorite mea-
sure are materially diminished, yet at the
game time the knowledge he has acquired
may be made nseful in devising changes more
moderate than those which he has hitherto
advocated.

Mr. Julian is made chairman of the Com.
mittee on Pablic Lands. He has been noted
during past sessions for his indignant denun-
olations of various gchemes for the transfer of
the title of important portions of the public
domain to grasping epeculators,

The chairman of the Commiltee on Indian
Affairs, Bidney Clarke, of Kansas, has also
resolutely opposed some of the so-called Indian
treaties, by whioh ignorant savages were
tempted to convey immense and valuable
reservations to Kansas railway companies for
a trifling oomsideration. We bope he may
prove equally hostile to every other form of
swindling the natives and the Amerioan peopls:

Gleneral Logan is made chairman of the
Committee on Military Affairs, and his ser-
vices during the war, united with his politioal
experience, should qualify him very well for
this position.

General Baoks remaind chalrman of the
Committee on Foreign Atfairs. Ino all the
exigencies whish have hitherto arisen during
his oconpancy of this positien, he has shown
great ability in defending the resolutions and
measures he has introduced, whether he
wanted to, secure a good representation of
American industry at the French Exposition
or an appropriation for the purchase of Alaska,
On the Caba question, now looming up- fato
importance, he has already proposed that the
President be suthorized to recognize the
republican revolutionists whenever, in his
judgment, such aotion is sppropriate; and if
the rebellion continues successful, it will pro-
bably furnish materisl for an elaborate report
or oné of his chamoteristio speechés.

Mr, Bingham, the famous Ohlo orator, is
made ohalrman of the Committes on the Judi-
olary; and his skill 88 & lawyer makes him a
wortby suocoessor of the distinguished ex-
chalrman, Mr, Wilson of lowa.

Viewed from s sectionsl polnt of view, New
England aad Ohio have obtained s larger ahare

of Congresalonsl honors than any olher por-

tion of the Union; but this resnlt is probably |

due, in & large degres, to thelr efforts to send
their beat men to Congress and to keap nse-
fal members there as long as possible.

Davis, the Antl Guerilin,

In the House at Harrisburg, yesterday, the
committes appointed to inquire into the axpe-
diency of having ‘‘Bates’ History of the Penn-
sylvania Regiments” printed for the bansfit of
the members of the Leglalatare, made s re-
port, advooating the printing of ten thousand
ooples of that work; whereupon Mr. Blisha W,
Davis, the auti-guerilla man, soenting an
opportunity for making & still grester hole in
the publio treasury than ia absolutely neoes-
eary, even if Mr. Bates is to have his little job
done at the expense of the people, stated that
estimates of the cost of the work had been
submitted to publishivg firms in this
oity, and that it bhad in this manner
been msoertained that ‘“the State printer
would  do the entire work within
thirty cents as cheap as any publishing
house.'"" The report of the procesdings does
not give us avy further insight imto Me,
Davis' remarks in advoonoy of the olalm of
the State printer, but what we have is (uite
puflicient, althongh it is excsadingly indeflaits.
If it means that the State printer will chargs
only thirty centa per voluwme mors thsa Pai-
Indelphia publishers, as Mr, Bates has con-
trived to grind ont three healthy volumes,
the total extra cost will amount to the trifling
sam of $9000. It may be, however, that Mr.
Davis intended te say that the extra thirty
centa applied to the entire work, which would
reduse the total to $3000. Bat it matters
little whether the extra cost be $3000
or  $D000; the principls advoocated
by Mr. Davia is the same, and the one which
he almost invariably apholds when he stands
upon his feet in the Honse. If, by plander-
ing the people of a few thousand dollars, a
hanger-on ¢an be benefited fluanocially, it is
all right. What makes the claim of Mr. Davis
still more ontrageons is the fact that the
specimens of typography coming from the
State Printer which have reached onr handsin
the past are gotten np insuch slipshod fashion
that they would ruin the reputation of any
publishing house in this or amy other oity
where that reputation was dependent upon
taste, gkill, and business enterprise, instead
of fat legislative pickings.

The North Carolina Siny and Exemp.
tion Lawns,

Tas Supreme Court of North Carolina has re-
cently rendered a decision of much import-
ance to those of our merchants who carry on
a Southern trade. On the breaking oat of
the Rebellion, with a few honorable excep-
tions, all the business men at the Sonth re-
pudiated their Northern debts; and when the
war was over and they were again obliged to
resume their responsibilities, they pleaded
extreme poverty, and the necessily of allow-
ing trade to revive and the oconntry to re-
cover from the devastations cansed by the
oontest of four years, as exouses for still fur-
ther delay. In order to afford relief, the re-
constructed Legislatnre passed a law stay-
ing exeontion for debt, and one exempt-
ing fifteen bundred dollars’ worth of
property from levy and sale on execution.
The practioal effect of these laws was to shat
ont the Northern oreditors altogether, and
they in reality confirmed the repudiators in
their determination not te pay the money
owing to loyal men under any circumstances.
Southern debtors were not slow to take ad-
vantage of these laws, but those who had been
defrauded by the Rebels of 1861 thought that
they should have some hold npon them now
that the laws of the United States are in force
in all parts of the late Confederacy. The con-
stitutionality of both the stay and execution
laws was aeoordingly disputed, and a test oase
being brought before the Btpreme Coumrt of
North Carolina, a decision was remdered as
above stated, declaring the stay law uncen-
stitutional, but afirming the exemption law.
In the great msjority of instances this de-
cision will leave matters just where they wers
before, and will practically prevent the busi-
nesa men of the North from collecting their
debts in North Carolins, either now or any
future time, so long as the law remains on the
gtatute book. The value of all kinds of pro-
perty in North Carolins is 8o much depreciated
that all except very wealthy men, the ownéers
of large estates, are relieved from the respon-
pibility of paying their debts. It
was hoped by our buziness  men
that both the stay and exemption laws wounld
be declared nunoomstitutional, and until the
rights of creditors, as well as the convenience
of debtors, receives some consgideration at the
bhands of the law-making power, it is nseless
to expect that business will revive or that the
South will be able to build up her fallen for-
tunes. It may be very convenient for Sonthern
men not to pay their debts at this time, but

they will in the long run be the ohief suflerera
by the repudiation policy,
